Executive Director’s Report 

After a warm welcome from Chair Robb and brief introductions. Director Maki gave an 
overview of what he hopes to accomplish through the Authority Board Committee. He 
recounted how increasing the transparency and accountability of the grantmaking process 
readied the agency to strategically plan and effectively distribute more funds than ever 
before. He expressed confidence that examination of the Board’s responsibilities and 
procedures would further cement these positive changes. He suggested the committee 
submit recommendations to the full Board on amending ICJIA’s statute and 
administrative rules as needed and designing a system to regularly update Authority 
members on grantee progress. 

Discussion: Strengths and Weaknesses of Meetings and Committees 

Director Maki asked members to share suggestions or concerns that could be addressed 
by the committee. Ms. Vollen-Katz praised ICJIA staff for the increase in Board 
productivity and functioning, and noted the 2013-14 audit made Budget Committee 
members more sensitive to their fiduciary responsibilities. Ms. Wolff suggested a 
flowchart that illustrates the checks and balances involved in the grantmaking process 
might help members feel more comfortable with staffs work on program development. 

Ms. Janowitz shared that the Justice Advisory Commission keeps their Board informed 
and engaged by building a presentation on their organization’s history and mission, 
including old statutes, and holding public meetings that explain that year’s available 
grants. 

Ms. Kramer suggested more panel presentations where Authority members may ask 
questions about program replicability, receive updates on program outcomes, and get 
more information on how funding opportunities are developed internally. 

Observing the ratio of designees to members. Dr. Olson recalled past iterations of the 
Authority Board, when agency initiatives were not available online for viewing and 
appointed members were compelled to attend meetings themselves to get information. He 
suggested hosting presentations on pressing topics with national experts and advertising 
the presentations to the broader community interested injustice outcomes. 

Ms. Wolff asked attendees what presentation topic would interest them. Responses 
included the need for community health providers; an annual ’’State of the State” address 
with prison, crime, arrest, and court data; an assessment of how ICJIA funds affect the 
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community; the needs of first responders; and status of the trauma reeovery centers. Ms. 
Saltmarsh added that she would be more interested in diverse Illinois presenters than 
national experts. Ms. Laudermilk observed that ageney heads make meetings a priority 
when ICJIA asks to hear their point of view. Ms. Janowitz added that her organization 
receives invitations tomany events with nationally recognized speakers, but presentations 
that catch the attention of leadership are ones that specify why programs work in one 
jurisdiction in Illinois but perhaps not others. Ms. Wolff suggested that the staff share 
with the Committee at its next meeting what ehanges to the Authority statute and rules 
they think would be important.

Ms. Wolff offered the floor for publie comment. Seeing none, she moved to adjourn. A 
motion to adjourn was made by Ms. Vollen-Katz and seconded by Dr. Olson. The 
meeting adjourned at 12:06 p.m. 
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
